Substitute Free Coinage For the 
House Measure—President Cleve­ 
land Ready to Issue Bonds If Noth­ 
ing Can Bo Done.

W ashington, Jan. 2.—Senator Mor­ 
rill, chairman of the committee on 
finance, is in earnest about the bond 
matter. He induced the Senate to re­ 
consider its purpose to adjourn, and 
has called a meeting of the finance com­ 
mittee for today. 
Had the 
Senate 
passed a resolution for adjournment 
until Monday, and such resolution had 
received the concurrence of the House, 
there is the hest authority for stating 
that on Monday next a communication 
would have been sent to Congress by 
the President informing that body of 
his purpose to immediately issue at 
least $100,000,000 4 per cent bonds. It 
is very probable that Messrs. Morrill, 
Sherman, and other leading Senators 
were made acquainted with this pur­ 
pose on the part of the President, and 
that the determination to make a pro­ 
tracted adjournment was in conse­ 
quence reconsidered, and a meeting of 
the finance committee called for today. 
It is the expectation of Chairman 
Morrill that his committee will today 
pass upon the bond bill in qpm* form. 
lf the committee decides to adopt ^he 
Home bill, or something similar, it is 
very probable the contemplated issue of 
4 per cent bonds will be postponed until 
the Senate has had a chance to act upon 
the bill reported, unless the gold fond 
should suffer diminution to an extent 
demanding immediate 
action on the 
part of the President But lf the com­ 
mittee should reject the House bill and 
substitute a free-coinage bill, a cal! 
for bonds may be confidently looked for 
on Monday. 
There is no expectation that the 
finance committee will act affirmatively 
upon the bill. Of its thirteen members 
eight are pronounced and uncompro­ 
mising 
free-coinage advocates, and 
these gentlemen are determined to re­ 
sist the issue of bonds. They may not 
decide to finally dispose of the bond 
question at todays meeting, preferring 
to delay action until a later day, but 
failureof the committee to act definitely 
will not change the purpose of the Pres­ 
ident to issue bonds immediately upon 
learning that nothing can be hoped for 
from the Senate in the direction of rem­ 
edial legislation.

Sioux City, Iowa, Jan. 2.—M. A. W iley 
of Castana^ little town south of here, 
is threatening to call in the m ilitia to 
assist in the eviction of tenants from 
farms in Monona county. He talks of 
doing this as a result or resistance met 
with by a deputy sheriff in attempting 
to serve a writ on a tenant in Jordan 
township. 
Mr. W iley has been very 
active in the collection of rents of ten­ 
ants in the township and Tuesday sent 
the deputy to take the property of H. 
Smith to satisfy his lease. The deputy 
was met by a mob of fifty persons, the 
leader of whom had a rope. 
He or­ 
dered the deputy to leave the premises 
within thirty minutes or he would be 
hanged. The deputy left at once. Mr. 
W iley was hanged in effigy and excite­ 
ment runs very high in the neighbor­ 
hood. Several evictions already made 
are said to have resulted in the “strip­ 
ping of the tenants to destitution.** 
W iley, who Is cashier of the Castana 
saving bank, and City Marshal Spencer 
of Castana have been ’arrested on a 
charge of a conspiracy to rob one of 
them named McCall. The farmers say 
if the m ilitia are called out they are 
able to deal with them too.

All of the above-named persons will 
accept the places to which they have 
been appointed and are expected to as­ 
semble In W ashington as soon aa prac­ 
ticable to enter upon their work. The 
appointments are made in compliance 
with a resolution of congress passed at 
the request of President Cleveland, and 
the work of the commissioners will be 
to examine and collect evidence with 
a view to determining the true divis­ 
ional line between Venezuela and Brit­ 
ish Guiana. The conclusions reached 
w ill be reported to the president for his 
information, in connection with any 
further representations and communi­ 
cations that may be made by this gov­ 
ernment to Great Britain with regard 
to the boundary line dispute between 
the latter country and Venezuela.

iness to enter into such an airan e- 
xnent and there is reason to believe

earnestly to prevent it. 
In all these 
republics large amounts of European 
capital are invested in railroads, banks 
and other enterprises and these finan­ 
cial interests will, of course, be op­ 
posed to an alliance of the Latin- 
American republics with the United 
States, for they will understand that 
it would inevitably lead lo closer com­ 
me rcial relations between those coun­ 
tries and this.
